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Barbara  Bush  was  proving  to  be  a  delightful,  down- 
to-earth  First  Lady.  In  the  financial  world  one  of 
the  major  firms,  Solomon  Brothers,  admitted 
violating  U.S.  Treasury  rules  on  securities.  It  was  a 
major  Wall  Street  scandal  which  affected  the  NY 
Stock  Exchange.  Financial  wizard  Warren  Buffett 
was  brought  in  to  rescue  the  firm.  Aging  Cuban 
dictator  Fidel  Castro  found  himself  and  his  country 
isolated  by  the  collapse  of  the  Soviet  empire.

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It  Was  an  Exciting  Season 


Despite  the  fact  that  their  final  tally 
was  3-7,  the  1991  Lions  played  some  ex- 
citing football,  set  some  noteworthy  re- 
cords, and  created  some  pleasant  mem- 
ories for  themselves  and  their  fans. 

Usually  extra  tough  on  defense,  the 
team  proved  weaker  than  expected  in 
both  offense  and  defense.  Instead  of 
challenging  for  the  South  Atlantic  Con- 
ference championship  as  had  been  ex- 
pected, it  finished  at  the  bottom  of  the 
league  standings. 

The  Lions  started  explosively  with  a 
29-0  victory  over  Charleston  Southern 
but  then  experienced  consecutive  los- 
sesto  Catawba,  33-6;  Wingate,  25-19; 
Concord,  21-20;  Elon,  54-19;  Carson- 
Newman,     57-15;     and     Presbyterian, 


35-30. 

They  bounced  back  into  the  win  col- 
umn with  a  pleasing  38-18  victory  over 
former  junior  college  rival  Lees-McRae, 
playing  its  first  season  as  a  four-year 
school.  Then  came  the  most  exciting, 
satisfying  win  of  all,  a  35-14  upset  of 
league-leader  Lenoir  Rhyne.  It  proved 
to  be  the  only  victory  for  the  Lions  in 
the  SAC-8.  The  finale  was  a  42-18  loss 
to  Gardner-Webb.  That  left  Coach  Fel- 
ton  Stephens  with  disappointment  in 
his  fourth  season  as  the  Lions'  head 
mentor. 

Although  the  team  did  not  fare  well, 
several  players  had  excellent  seasons. 
Wide  Receiver  Derrick  Sharpe  snagged 
40  passes  and  earned  a  spot  on  the  all- 


conference  first  team.  Defensive  back 
Antwine  Harris  and  defensive  lineman 
Thomas  Williams  were  named  to  the  all- 
conference  second  team.
